Since Applicant is now faced with a tremendous opportunity to exploit its novel and non- 
obvious medical devices via the prospective manufacture, it is imperative that this Petition To 
Make Special be granted in order to avoid losing the present opportunity. Therefore, Applicant 
respectfully requests that the Commissioner of Patents grant this order to make the examination 
of the subject application special based upon prospective manufacture.
